nini as chairm an of the 
board 
and 
unanim ously 
nam ed 
his 
nominee, A. J. Gock, as th e new 
chairm an. Gock will 
m aintain 
his office at the Los A ngeles 
headquarters of the bank. 
Francis S. 
Baer, 
heretofore 
vice chairm an, was designated 
as senior vice chairm an and will 
m aintain his office at the Head 
Office, San Francisco. 
The directors paid trib u te to 
A 
P. G iannini as the founder 
and guiding genius of the insti­ 
tution since its organization in 
1904 and 
conferred upon him 
the lifetim e title of “Founder- 
C hairm an.” G iannini w ill m ain­ 
tain an office at the San F ran ­ 
cisco Head Office, w ith lim ited 
hours. 
"This board regrets exceeding­ 
ly Mr. G iannini’s decision to re­ 
linquish his active chairm anship 
of the board,” a resolution by 
the directors stated, 
"but 
re­ 
joices th at the benefit of his ad­ 
vice, counsel and guidance are 
still to be available to the board 
and the m anagem ent of th e bank 
as needed.” 
The board was form ally no­ 
tified of G iannini’s intention to 
contribute the m ajor portion of 
his personal w ealth to a non­ 
profit corporation to be know n 
as the B ank of America G ian­ 
nini 
Foundation, 
purpose. 
of 
which is to provide funds for 
specialized technical training for 
worthy bank personnel, and to 
furnish financial 
assistance 
for 
research in the fields of m edi­ 
cine 
and 
hum an 
betterm ent. 
The board m em bers 
com m end­ 
ed the generous purposes of the 
plan and comm itted them selves 
to the fullest cooperation. 
The board further announced 
that a special m eeting of the 
shareholders of Bank of A m eri­ 
ca would be called for Ju n e 11, 
1945, to authorize the issuance 
of a com m on stock dividend to 
stockholders on the basis of two 
thirds of a share additional for 
each share 
currently 
outstand­ 
ing, subject to the approval of 
the C om ptroller of the C urren­ 
cy. This program would have the 
effect of increasing 
the 
com­ 
mon 
capital 
structure 
of 
the 
bank from $60,000,000 
to 
$100,­ 
000,000. P ar value of the new 
shares would be the sam e as at 
present. The distribution would 
be m ade by charges against the 
surplus and 
undivided 
profits 
accounts, resulting in no change 
in the total of overall capital 
funds, w hich w ill rem ain at ap­ 
proxim ately $228,000,000. 
The new rate of dividend to 
be paid on the then outstanding 
common stock will be determ in­ 
ed at th e regular m eeting of the 
board on June 12, or an adjourn­ 
m ent thereof it was stated.

Ferrying Division supervises the 
activities of more 
than 50,000
